Subject: 
“Life and Death in Truk Lagoon”’ 


In the morning hours of February 17, 
1944, a surprise air attack by the U.S. 
Navy ended when some sixty Japanese 
merchant vessels and warships were sent 
to the bottom of the Pacific at Truk, in 
the Caroline Islands. For over 30 years 
this graveyard of steel has lain in the 
calm waters of Truk Lagoon, creating 

the world’s largest collection of artificial 
reefs. 


Knowing the exact age of these man- 
made reefs is invaluable information to 
marine scientists in the study of growth 
rates and patterns of marine life that con- 
gregate there. Our meeting for November 
offers our members a chance to “‘dive”’ in 
the crystal clear waters of Truk Lagoon 
along with Dr. Sylvia Earle, well known 
marine botanist and author. Through the 
use of a two-screen slide show we will 
explore the abundant marine life sup- 
ported on the masts, in the holds, in every 
nook and cranny of this spectacular reef.

unusual attainments in science, or un- 
usual interest in the advancement of 
science, particularly the work of the 
Academy. By charter, the number is 
limited to 300 persons who are elected 
for life. 


Dr. F. Clark Howell, Professor of Anthro- 
pology at the University of California, 
Berkeley, was recently elected a member 
of the Board of Trustees at the CAS. A 
Fellow of the California Academy of 
Sciences, American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, and the American Philosophi- 
cal Society, Dr. Howell was awarded his 
Ph.D. in Anthropology from the University 
of Chicago. He was a professor and later 
Chairman of the department there before 
moving to the west coast in 1970. 


Dr. Howell’s interests in paleoanthro- 
pological studies have taken him around 
the world, and since 1970 he has been 
the Director of the U.S.A. contingent of 
the international Omo Research Expedi- 
tion, Omo basin in southern Ethiopia. The 
Academy was fortunate to have Dr. 
Howell as the senior scientific consultant 
on two important and successful projects 
— the African Origins of Man room and 
the Early Man Wall in the new Wattis Hall 
of Man.
